FAITH IN FINAL SUCCESS, 


Returns Thursday to Resume 
Conference with His New 
York Bankers. 


Postponement of negotiations for a mer- 
ger of the elevated roads of Chicago was an- 
nounced yesterday by Henry A. Blair, the 
prime mover in the plan, upon his return 
from New York, where for two weeks he has 
been in conference with representatives of 
the capital he has interested in his plan. 

Financial conditions were ascribed by Mr. 
Blair as the one reason for delay in the 
movement toward L“ unification, and he 
Seclared his confidence in the ultimate suc- 
cess of the efforts toward consolidation of the 
overhead traction lines. 

Mr. Biair issued a formal statement upon 
the results of his conferences with New York 
capitalists, This statement wae in part as 
follows: 

“Mr. Blair has spent a busy two weeks in 
going over the details of the plan with his 
bankers and attorneys and a great many of 
the necessary details have been satisfac- 
torily passed upon. All essential points have 
been considered by the attorneys and bank- 
ers, and no hitch of any sort in the successful 
working out of Mr. Biair’s proposition has 


deen found that may interfere with the ulti- 


mate consummation of the deal. 

Conditions in the financial market during 
the last week have caused Mr. Blair to delay 
negotiations for a short time, as he consid- 
ers that in a deal of this size more favorabie 
money conditions should be at hand in order 
that he may be able to realize better prices 
and less expensive rates in financing the 
proposition. Accordingly he has arranged 
to return to New York on Thursday of this 
week, by which time it is hoped banking con- 
ditions will have become more settled and 
will permit of a more favorable consummea- 
tion of the plan.“ 

Mr. Blair’s argument that better money 
conditions were needed ultimately prevailed 
and his request was acceded to in the belief 
that the interests of the stockholders will be 
better conserved. : 

Mr. Blair is confident that the final con- 
summation of his plans is only a matter of 
short delay, and states that the only reason 
why the deal has not been finally closed and 
all contracts formally signed up is because 
of the fact that developments of the tmme- 
diate future will bring about a more favor- 
able situation in respect to terms and conii- 
tions in the financial’ plan, and that the 
stockholders, the investor, and the , 
will reap the benefit. In a proposition ase 
large as this importent details must be 
worked out later, The plan of operating 
must meet with the favor of both the bahk- 
ers and the public. 

Mr. Blair had told representatives of an 
the morning newspapers that a statement 
would be ready for them at his residence at 
8 o’clock in the evening, and when the re- 
porters called there the typewritten state- 
ment was handed to them by Sidney Ossoski, 
financial secretary of the Chicago Railways 
company, who is one of Mr. Biair’s right 
hand men. He said that he could not state 
when Mr, Blair would return, but personally 
he deprecated all suggestions that the doubt- 
ful future of the loop and the hazy question 
of whet compensation the elevated lines 
would have to pay for the use of the subway 
if they were forced underground had had any 
effect upon his primcipal’s negotiations with 
eastern capital. 


MONEY NEEDED FCR HARVEST; 
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PRESSURE PUT UPON BANKS. | 


Great Sums Wanted in Southwest to 
Pay Extra Workers Upon the 
Farms. 


Wichita, Kas, July B.—I Special Lend 
the wheat harvest hurried upon the gouth- 
west grain belt by the ten days of extreme 
heat and dty weather, the banks have come 
quickly to a realization of the needs of the 
crop raisers for funds with which to finance 
the crop. The small banks have come up to 
harvest with diminished deposits. Many of 
them have lighter deposits than at this date 
for three years, and it has been the experi- 
ence of many of them that they have had 
to borrow to secure currency with which to 
care for their regular business. This has 
made a demand on the larger banks, and 
harvest needs have added to the situation’s 
undesirable features. 

The farmers in the counties where there 
is a large acreage without corrresponding 
population find themselves compelled to hire 
a great deal of extra help. Some counties 
have called for 300 men and could use more, 
Each of the workers gets §2.50 to $3 a day, 
meaning a daily currency demand from sin- 
gle counties for imported help alone of $1,000, 

This, multiplied by fifty counties, and with 
the additional expenses incurred in the ordi- 
nary management of the harvest, means a 
steady drain on the banks. have 
lerned they cannot pay with checks The 
men want the actual currency. Much of this 
is taken back east to be spent and goes out 
of the interior for the time. 

The farmer section banks get their returns 
when the wheat is sold, but that is a es 
process, as the farmer is likely to hold all he 
can at the present low prices. He does not 
take Kindly to 80c wheat when he hes had 
a year of education on dollar wheat. Hence 
he ia not going to hurry bis marketing, and 
the bankers will be expected to look after his 
needs for the present.

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Examiners Say Phenix of Brook- 
lyn Claimed False Surplus, 


HAS BONDS OF NO VALUE. 


Large Loans Were Made Former State 
Inspecior. 


Albany, N. T., July 3.—Irregularities in the 
management of the Phenix Insurance com- 
pany of Brooklyn again are set forth in a 
report made to State Supt. of Insurance 
Hotchkiss by state insurance examiners. 

Following discoveries of gross irregulari- 
ties in the management of the company, 
President George P. Sheldon was removed 
from office last December and later was in- 
dicted. He died before the indictment could 
de pressed. The company since has been 
merged with the Fidelity Insurance com- 
pany and the combined companies are now 
known as the Fidelity- Phenix Fire Insurance 
company and are doing an active business. 

The examination just completed covers the 


pany of Brooklyn since the last previous ex- 
amination, which was described in the state- 
ment of June 30, 1887. It has been searching 
as to the recent years of the company's ex- 
istence. 

The present examination was completed 
on Sept. 30, 1909, and the examiners find at 
that time a surplus above capital of $421 200, 
instead of $1,546,648, as asserted by the com- 
pany. 

Lack of Supervision Called Cause. 

The difficulties are said to be traceable, ac- 
cording to the report, to the purchase by 
President Sheldon of large blocks of securti- 
tles of the Council Bluffs Water Works com- 
pany and to an apparent general want of 
supervision by the state insurance depart- 
ment during a period of upwards of twenty 
years, 

For the water works company's securities 
the Phenix Insurance company of Brooklyn 
paid approximately $657,000, and such hold-

Beverly, Muss., July 8.—President Taft to- 
day took the first step in his Own conservation 
policy by signing orders of withdrawal cov- 
ering 8.408.781 acres of power site, phosphate, 
and petroleum lands. , 

The president also appointed the five 
engineer officers who are to constitute 6 
board which will pass upon the reclamation 
projects to be completed under the recent 
appropriation of $20,000,000. The president 
has summoned Secretary Ballinger for a 
conference on Tuesday, when various phases 
of the work will be gone over. 


Protects Land in Alaska. 

President Taft also signed orders of with- 
drawal today covering public lands and lands 
in national forests in Alaska, in which there 
is workable coal, thus ratifying, confirming 
and continuing in full force and effect the 
order of withdrawal made by direction of 
former President Roosevelt on Nov. 12, 1906. 

Secretary Ballinger sent on the new orders 
of withdrawal from Washington. In order 
that there might be no room for mistake or 
misunderstanding, he forwarded photo- 
graphic copies of all of the original orders in 
which there have been no modifications. The 
modified orders were specifically dedignated. 
This method also expedited the preparation 
of new orders.

One thing in particular that created cau- 
tion on the buying side was that the most 
sensational reports came from experts who 
did their best to kill off the winter wheat 
crop last spring. Recent developments have 
shown that the latter crop was much disin- 
clined to stay dead. and thrashing returns 
haye shown yields far beyond the most op- 
timistic expectations in many rections where 
the wheat was absolutely dead. 

Oklahoma. Texas, southern Kansas, and 
Missouri are showing big returns, compara: 
tively speaking. and, instead of a disaster as 
was confidently predicted by the crop killers’ 
association, there will be a fair average crop 
in most places where the wheat was not 
plowed up. It ig this fact that makes many 
traders skeptical! in regard to the extremist 
advices from the spring wheat country. 


Reports Are Unanimous. 

At the same time the unanimity of reports 
from the most reliable concerns in the north- 
west as well as the pessimistic tone of the 
daily messages from all the crop experts is 
creating a deep seated belief that the spring 
wheat crop at best will be only moderate, 
whereas early prospects were for à bumper 
yield. Estimates of the total spring wheat 
yield now run from 170,000,000 bu to 217,000,- 
000 bu, the latter being the estimate of B. W. 
Snow, the local statistician, who places the 
general conditions at 67.2, compared to 90.3 
a month ago. 

The most serious condition in the north- 
west is the tremendous deficiency in moisture 
so far, the plant having no reserve supplies 
to enable it to withstand the drought condi- 
tions ot summer. The result is an enfeebied 
state which will make the ordinary crop 
troubles more appreciable. In some sections 
there has been less than half the normal. 
amount of moisture this year, and with an 
almost unprecedented drought this fact. ts 
beginning to tell. | 


Showers Frequent, but Scattered. 

Showers have been quite frequent recent- 
ly, but have been widely . scattéred, and 
while unquestionably they have done a great 
deal of good, the crop is in need of good 
soaking; rains to revive the plant and give it 
an average show. Complaints so far have 
centered principaliy in North Dakota and 
general estimates are for nof much more 
than half a crop in that state. * 

More complaints recently have been com- 
ing from South Dakota and Minnesota, and 
the extreme temperatures in Canada have

Spring Wheat Arrivals Heavy.

| big primary markets in the northwest have 
been free, and much larger as a rule than a 
year ago, and receivers reported fair accept- 
ances every day on current bids. Country ad- 
vices indicate large stocks stil] back in the 
three states.

Most of the new crop grain so far is 
coming in on consignment, and cash prices 
are holding comparatively firm. 


Sales to Arrive Light,
